NKW YORK, March 19.—A special dis- 


patch to a morning paper from Tampa, 
Fla., says: Passengers on the steamer 
which 
arrived from Havana brings 


Hewn of reports iu circulation there of 
further depredations by Spanish cruisers 
oil American vessels along the Onban 
coast. 


The latest report is to the effect that 


lh» Spanish gunboat Arcedo fired into 
Mid sunk an American schooner off 
Puerto Padre. It is reported that the 
crew of the vessel, numbering 10 per- 
sons, perished with it. 
It is not known whether the schoonei 


had arms or carried an expedition foi 
the Cabiuis. It was reported in Havana 
that the schooner had sailed from Key 
W»»t. Inquiries, however, fail to show 
that any boat in missing or nnroported, 
except those engaged in legitimate 
trade. Many sailed recently from West 
Indian ports with fruit cargoes. 


Puerto Del Patro is a harbor on the 


northeast coast of Cuba, in latitude 31 
deg. 17 iniu. north, longitude 76 deg. 48 
rain. west. It him a long and narrow 
entrance and affords excellent anchor- 
age. It is not far from the place where 
the Spanish gunboat fired on the Alli- 
anca. 
The Spanish crnisor Infanta Isabel, 


Captain Duenas, has sailed for Havana. 
It is believed she has withdrawn on ao- 
connt of the Allianoa affair. 


Senor Muruaga, the Spanish minister, 


declined to see callers or to receive any 
messages. In response to urgent re- 
quests for information on the Alliancn 
affair and the answer of Spain a note 
from the minister was presented to all 
inquiries saying: "Excnre me, I have 
nothing further for publication." 


Among the callers on tho minister 


was Mr. Gr.iy, former owner of the Al- 
lianca, bat he, too, was nnable to secure 
an interview. He next went to the 
state deportment. Mr. Gray was re 
ceiver of the American and Braziliat 
Steamship company, which oporatce 
the Allianca, and sold her to the present 
owners. Ho speaks in high terms of hei 
capabilities. 
Mr. Gray says that his present bnsi 


ness with tho Spanish minister, and tbo 
state department is of a private nature 
and does not concern the Allianca 
trouble. He is well acquainted with the 
coast trade between the United States 
Cnba and South America, and does no 
believe our commercial interests will be 
serionsly affected by tha Cuban uprls 
ing or by the Allianca incident.

At Santa Clara several rifles 
wore captured hidden), away in the 
fields. 
Dolores Aledo, a young Cuban gvrl, 


has been confined iu prison for siding in 
the concealment of arms at San Nccolas 
street, Havana, several days ago. A 
lieutenant of volunteers, owner of tho 
Cafe Ingles, was also jailed for his con- 
nection with this affair. 


Not Heard of It In Washington. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—Tho state

^SITUATION ON THE ISLAND. 


Two Cuban TlerugGoi Tell a Startling Story 


»u Headline New k'ork. 


NEW YORK, March ID.— The Ward 


line steamer Soguranca, which sailed 
from Havana March 15, arrived in port 
yesterday. Among the pjissengera were 
two Cubans who told a reporter many 
new facts in connection with the situa- 
tion on tlie island, both as regards the 
Allianca affair and the revolt in pro- 
gress there. Neither would allow their 
names to appear for prudential reasons. 


The news of the firing on tho Allianca 


by tho Spanish gunboat had reached 
Havana before the departure of Segu- 
rauca. One of the passengers said he 
heard a Spanish official, high in au- 
thority in Havana, remark that it was 
just the chance that was wanted. They 
had been waiting for an excuse to fire 
ou the Americans. 
He expressed the 


general leeling of all Spaniards in the 
matter. Thoy believe that Americans 
.are secretly aiding tlie rebels and are 
sending arms und ammunition from 
Florida. 
The Cuban refugoeB said that the re- 


ports received in tjiis country wore col- 
ored by Spanish authorities and a cen- 
sorship hud been established on the 
press of ll.ivaua and newspapers were 
practically uiiusxled. The provinces en- 
gaged in tho levolt are Manzaiullo, San- 
tiago do Cuba, Holguiu, Gnautanamo 
ami Veuguoti.i. The rebel forces con- 
sist of about 6,000 men thorougly fa- 
miliar with the country and all hurdy 
and dele''iuined. 
The government forces consist ol 


about 8,000 regulars, and b.500 more are 
now en rontv. • from Spain on three ves- 
sels, which may reach the island at any 
time.

Severe Ultimatum Submitted 


to Nicaragua. 


BLUEFIELD AFFAIR THE CAUSE. 


Hostile Attitude Toward On* 


SUtor Republics Promises to Lead to 
Trouble of a. Serious Nature—A Reflec- 
tion Cast Upon American Citizens—But 
Two Things for the Administration. 
MANAQUA, Nicaragua, March 19.—The 


British government, through its minis- 
ter here, ho« submitted on ultimatum 
to Nicaragua. It demands a caah in. 
demruty of £18,000 as part money to 
pay for tha expulsion of Mr. Hatch, 
British consular agent at Bluefields dur- 
ing the troubles there last year, and 
also the appointment of a commission 
to adjudicate the demand sustained by 
the persons and property of British 
anbjeots who were expelled from the 
Mosquito reservation about the same 
time. 
By tha tarns of the ultimatum Great 
Britain 16 t5 name one of the commis- 
sioners and Nicaragua another, and 
these two ore to choose a third who 
shall not b?i a citizen of the United 
States. It was also made known that a 
British warship is now on her way to 
Nicaragua to enforce these demands, 
which must be complied with within 
seven weeks from the 25th of February 
hist, the date of the ultimatum.

It Itlay Lead to International Complica- 


tions With England. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—It is impos 


sib'.e to learn positively whether the 
state department has been fnlly advised 
officially of the severe demands made 
npon Nicaragua by Great Britain as re- 
ported in the cable dispatches dated 
from Managua, but from the fact that 
General Barrios, who was appointed a 
special ambaii&idor by the Nicoraguau 
government to endeavor to settle their 
differences with Great Britain, has been 
in Washington for a week, and has paid 
several visits to the state department in 
company with Dr. Guzman, the resident 
Nicaragua!! minister, it is assumed that 
our own government is fully posted in 
regard to the matter. 
It can not be denied that this new in- 


cident, taken in connection with the 
hostile attitude of Great Britain toward 
our sister republic of Veno/.uela, prom- 
ises to lead to trouble of a character 
much more serious than tho liUle inci- 
dent of tho Alliauca which has caused 
such u commotion. The administration 
evidently is alxrat to be placed in a posi-

It First Looked Like Trouble, 


Peacefully Settled. 


NEW ORLEANS, March 19.—A gang of 


negro laborers who crossed the rivov 
yesterday morning to unload the steam- 
er Etolia of Elder, Dempster & Com- 
pany, were met on their arrival by n 
number of white men and told they 
would not be allowed to work and corn- 
(minded to return to this side of the 
river at once. They reported to the 
agente of the line what had occurred. 


Later a committee of three from the 
Screwraens' association at 
Jefferson 


came over to this aide, called on the 
agent and applied for work on the 
steamer, Their grievance which caused 
the action of the morning was that 
labor was being imported from another 
parish to work on ships lying at the 
wharves in the parish of Jefferson. They 
have always considered that they had -i 
lien on this work and always protested 
against the importation of labor, white 
or blaek. 
The agent of the line warned tho men 


that they would not he allowed to dic- 
tate who should be employed on the 
ships, and after a brief conference i t 
was agreed chat tho work on the Etolia 
should be divided, the Jefferson parish 
men taking one-half and the negroe>i 
from this side tho other. No further 
trouble is anticipated at that point.

ihonld originate with her ia an alto 
gether new departure. Everything must 
have a beginning, Jiawerer, and who 
knows, now that the fairy stone has found 
inch favor in the world of fashion, 
-what possibilities ihe may develop in 
tins direction? These queer bits of pet- 
rified earth are indigenous to Patrick, 
a southern border county of Virginia, 
cut oft from Henry, ami ouittd, like the 
latter, In honor of the statesman and 
orator, Patrick Henry They are not ex- 
cavated for, bnt lie loose upon Ihe sur- 
face of tbe soil, and though restricted 
to two or three part* of the county ex- 
ist in great nvmbers and various sizes. 


Upon each stone a representation of 


the cross is distinctly though delicately 
traced, and u legend ooncerninn them 
state* that a band of fairies, dwelling 
at Jerusalem during the life of our Sav- 
iour and •witnessing the awful scene on 
Calvary, were BO bonified by it that 
they fled to this remote region and 
transformed themselves into these pet 
rifled emblems. The legend baa given 
nse to innumerable superstitions, and 
from time immemorial the stones have 
been worn aa amulets by those living in 
the vicinity in which they are found. 


The reputation waa local, however, 


until that era in Virginia's history 
known as "the boom " Then her snper- 
ititious and sacred traditions, along with 
her other commodities, became objects 
of barter Speculation fixed its calculat- 
ing eye npou the fairy stone, and it was 
taken f i om its native bed and experi- 
mented with in order that it might be 
rendered marketable It was soon dis- 
covered that no tedious process was nee 
essary for its development A sharp in- 
strument passed along tbe outline 
stamped upon its surface converted the 
jagged a!une into a symmeti ical cross 
and a little polishing and a plunge into 
a bath of boiling oil nave the requisite 
smoothness ami tbe rich mahcgany color

tip of gold at the four extremities and a 
ring to which a chain might he attached 
gavo tho finishing touch to it, and who:,

Mr William Gurrett made recently 


the statement that wire naila are now 
sold so cheaply that if a carpenter drops 
a nail it is cheaper to let it lio than to 
stoop and pick it up, and it is claimed 
that one keg out of five is nover nsed, 
but goes to waste. A statistician figar 
ing this out, and assuming that it takes 
a carpenter ten seconds to pick up a 
nail, and that his time is worth 80 osnts 
an hour, remarks that the recovery of 
tho nail he has dropped would cost 083 
cents. The money value of the nail is 
0077 cents—that is, it would n >t pay 
to pick np ton nails if it took ten sec 
ends of time worta SO cents ail hour 
Ordinary men wbo are not very quick 
can, however, pick up a nail on a mod 
erately clean floor in five soconds 
As 


Burning that this is a better avsrago than 
thu ten tft ccmls, and that we ire paying 
the carpenter only 25 cants in hour, il 
will still cost to recover thy nail 0347 
cents, which is noarly five times the 
value of an Individual nail 
There is 


therefore a considerable factor of safety 
in tbe original calculation, and we are 
bound to believe that it will not pay to 
pick up nails Such ".calculation brings 
out clearly the marvelous reduction in 
prices due to iiivonthe genius 
The 


lurking fallacy is that while it may nol 
pay to stoop for each nail it still may 
be worth while for an economical man 
at the end of his work to stoop down 
once and sweep up in a single haudfu 
the naila he has been dropping all day

Thongh tbe death penalty was prac 


ttoally abolished in Belginm over 30 
years ago, the punishment of those oon- 
rioted ol capital crimes is so awful that 
none has yet been able to endure it more 
than three years. Another onriona thing 
is that little Belgium until recently had 
two public executioners, while but one 
was sufficient for her vaster neighbor, 
France—Deiblor, otherwise known as 
"M. de Paria" 
The king ol the 


Belgians recently ordered the retire- 
ment on a pension of 1887 francs of the 
"executor of high works" (as he is 
euphoniously termed), who waa sta 
tioned at Liege. The executioner at 
Brussels still holds his place. 


The duties of public ereoutioner in 


Belgium are siugular, Irat Dot arduous. 
The courts still ooutmue to sentence 
malefactors to death, but the guiUotim 
has boon replaced by a scaffold on which 
is posted a copy of the sentence. Much 
ceremony is observed in affixing this 
document A troop of gendarmes, with 
their imposing hairnets plumed witl 
horsehair, is drawn up about the place 
of execution, which they gravely goarc 
with sabers drawn, while the red rohei 
exeoutiouer mounts the steps, noils u] 
tbe decree of the court and after a mo- 
ment takea it dowu ngau.

ffeotive in the unveiling of shoplifters 
han tbe most sagacious sleuth in the 
eoret service department of the city of 
loston. Thief catchers like the veteran 
oe Knox, for instance, cannot ply 
heir vocation with any degree of suo- 
esa for any length of time in a large 
nd flourishing dry goods house. This 
9 because of the fact that their identi- 
iies become known to the dry goods 
hief after a time, and it goes without 
ayiug that the shoplifter will not begin 
perations until all danger of discovery 
rom that quarter hue passed away. Tha 
>rofessional shoplifter is as familiar 
•ith the figure of the inspector as she is 


with her own likeness. For this reason 


.uassuming and unsophisticated maid- 
us are put on the qui vive to ferret out 
wily shoplifters and bring them to 
peody retribution. The girls assigned 
o prosecute detective labor are well 
adapted for the work mapped out for 


hem. 
The superintendent or chief floor 


walker is pretty certain to select a girl 
with accomplishments befitting the de- 
iBOtiYe 
If she is lacking in aoutenebs 


and falls to perform her work satisfao- 
orily, another is substituted In her stead 
and the benighted one is given a posi- 
ion in the bcore. 


Nor does the competent detective de- 


pend entirely upon her wita in deter- 
nining who is a shoplifter and who ia 
not 
She is generally a reader of char- 


acter and is very apt to ascertain by a 
study of a face whether its owner is a 
designing person oruot. The shoplifter 
often excites the suspicion of the spot- 
Mr the moment she enters the stora 
There are certain airs of uneasiness in 
aer deportment that catch the prac- 
ticed eye of the young sleuth at once. 
Women who invade dry goods houses 
for the purpose of larceny have not the 
fullest confidence in their dexterity to 
purloin an article from the counter 
without exciting suspicion. Tho "pro- 
fessional" never attempts a theft with- 
out first feeling certain that she is not 
watched, yet it frequently happens that 
when eho is convinced that thero is no 
danger of detection tho eyes of the fe- 
male spotter are upon her, and she is 
trapped In the act.

MoNamee arc the young detectives who 
are employed to keep a vigilant lookout 
for evildoers at a big concern in Pem- 
berton square, and very watchful and 
conscientious detectives they are, as their 
efficient services distinctly show.

When a shoplifter is caught dead to 


rights, she is asked if she will not "pay 
for tho iirticlos" stolon. This interroga- 
tory is merely made in order to elicit 
au admission of guilt from tbe thief. 
Bho is then taken to the ofllco to await 
the amial of an inspector from police 
headquarters. If she has the appearance 
of a woman of means, she can easily 
procure bail and thus escape the pain 
and dejection of a night in prison. 


In spfiaking of her experience, MIBS 


McNamBe says that a largo percentage 
of shoplifters are women of good fam- 
ilies ami comparatively well off in 
worldly good*. 


"We have to watch pretty carefully 


to oatoh the professional shoplifter, "she 
began. "You see, they are up to all 
sorts of chicanery aud can easily hood- 
wink the salesgirl, who may be busy 
with half a dozen customers at the same 
time. You would never believe, to see 
thoso women on the street in all their 
finery, t liat they wonld steal. Some of 
tho shoplifters are born thieves. They 
bauut the dry goods houses and steal ev 
ery time they get a chance. You may 
not believe it, but I can tell at first 
glance the woman who comes here to 
steal deliberately 


"Her eyes are a sure index to her 


thoughts, and when yon see a woman 
glancing searchmgly about her you can 
depend upon it that she means to steal. 
Women with an untroubled conscience 
do not aot in this way." 


There are three detectives in oiie 


store, and still tbe pilfering of the 
firm's property goes on from day to 
day 
There is thf woman who carries 


off articles in a closed umbrella, and 
there is the womiin who manages to 
convey property to a neatly arranged re- 
ceptacle in her underdrew lining. To 
be on to these tricks the female detective 
must be ever OB tho alert aud nip the 
thief on the fly. There are a thousand 
and one devices performed by shoplift- 
ers, but not one is unknown to the cun- 
ning spotter.
